Tue Tragedy of Afacbeth was acted, last night, toa crowded and 
elegant audience. 


Mr. Youne represented Macbeth, and seemed to have prepared for 
the occasion with renewed attention to the character: certainly he 
never performed it better—with more closeness and vigour. The most 
admirable part of his delineation was the dagger-scene. It was evi- 
dent that he had re-studied this portion of the part with peculiar care, 
and the result was very felicitous. On dismissing Seyton in this scene 
with a melancholy air, he turns his eyes to the several parts of the 
hall in an inquisitive yet disturbed manner—he then fixes them on the 
door that leads to Duncan’s chamber—here he gazes with looks of 
timid cruelty, he turns from it as if it were the way to per- 
dition—he is deeply agitated,and his eyes wander unconsciously around, 
till suddenly, -he fixes them on the air, and starts thrilled with 
horror, as he delivers the speech of—* Is that a dagger, &c.”” which 
he repeats in a tone and manner, so marked by surprise, and half- 
conviction of the reality of the visionary object, that the mind of the 
spectator is almost led into the same belief. The subsequent scene 
with his wife, and that with the Lords on the discovery, were most 
ably conducted. The Banquet-scene was highly effective in some 
parts, particularly where Macbeth dares off the Ghost of Banquo 
with looks of high-wrought desperation, and then turns from the 
spectre exhausted with the effort. Three rounds of applause marked 
the impression this most striking exhibition of histrionie skiJb made 
on the audience. ‘There are parts in which Mr. Young falls short of 
the expectation he raises, and where he appears a little languid and 
less careful—such for instance is the case where he prompts and di- 
rects the assassination of Banquo and Fleance—Mr. Kean makes 
more of this inferior scene. Altogether, however, Mr. Young's repre- 
sentation of Macbeth must be considered one of, if not the very best 
of his performances. 


Mrs, W. Wesr acted Lady Macbeth with much knowledge of the 
due points.of the part; but nature has not qualified her to give a full 
idea of so stern a character’ Her features do not mould well into tra- 
gic expression, nor docs-her voice. always possess the firmness and 
tone necessary to convey the speeches of Lady Macbeth with truc 
effect. She acted very well in many parts, and in the sleep-walking 
scene was very successful, and received much applause 
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We niay here, with great propriety enquire—Is Miss Epmiston ill / 
—She plays Lady Macbeth better than any one in the present Drury 
‘Lane Company. 

Mr. Coorer was very fortible as Macduff. 

The Farce of Past Ten o’Clock followed, in which Mr. Munpen’s 
Dozey, Mr. Knicrir’s Bantam, and Mrs. H. Hveues’s Lucy, wit! 
the other characters, rendered the piece very entertaining.
